At a recent date, Prof. Edward Elliot 
Richardsdn, of 'the Philosophy Depart- 
ment of George Washington Univer- 
sity, was the recipient of a signal 
honor, being elected president of the 
Society of Philosophical Inquiry of 
Washfhgtpn, D. C. This is a unique 
society, there being no other one in the 
country of its exact character outside 
of universities. Prof, Richardson is 
also vice president of the baptist' Min- 
isters’ Conference and 'is acting presi- 
dent of the Congress Heights Citizen's, 
Association. Recently he'was reelect- 
ed president of the Central Home Mis- 


Curtailed student activities for the 
spring, which will probably result in 
calling off varsity baseball entirely, is 
seen from the recent report on- 
finances of the activity fund. The Di-

PJ08. In 1904 he won his degree of 
bachelor of ttrls and the following year 
bis nwsferVde'gree, in 1907 the ’degree 
of doctor iff philosophy, all conferred 
by the George Washington University. 
During' his college years he became 
actively interested in the study of 
philosophical research, with the result 
that he became ordained in 1913 and 
later became; pastor of the Congress 
Heights Church in Washington..

Son of President of Nicaragua Ad- 
dresses Club on South America’s 
Attitude Toward United States.

Diego Chamorro, son 
dent of Nicaragua, was the speaker at 
the meeting of El Circulo Espanol in 
the assembly loom of 201.7 G Street 
Tuesday, March 22. More than 45 
members helped to make this the best 
attended meeting of the club yet held. 
After the regular session Ihe members 
assembled in the chapel pf Lisner 
Hall, where dancing and refreshments 
were enjoyed. 

The text cf Senor Chamorro's talk 
was the relation of the South Ameri- 
can countries to the United States. 
He took them one by one, and dis- 
cussed their social, economic and com- 
mercial values and their respective po- 
sitions toward the North American 
countries and Europe.
